Annual Meeting 


Approximately 95 members participated in the An- 
nual Meeting with 55 present in person and 40 
more present by proxy. Members elected directors, 
approved an annual budget, and responded to re- 
ports. 


Election 


Two directors were to be elected to replace Burr 
Allegaert and Michael Wilkin, whose terms were 
expiring. Marge Bloomfield, Chairperson of the 
Nominating Committee, formally nominated four 
candidates for the two positions: Burr Allegaert, 
Norma Keever, Michael Wilkin, and Inarose 
Zuelke. With no additional candidates nominated 
from the floor, the membership voted as follows: 


e Burr Allegaert ad 
e = Michael Wilkin 44 
e Norma Keever 37 
e Inarose Zuelke 26 


Burr Allegaert and Michael Wilkin were re-elected. 
Annual Budget 


The Budget Committee had recommended to the 
board and the board, in turn, recommended to the 
membership an annual budget for fiscal year 2004- 
2005. The budget included total income of 
$135,650, total operating expenses of $90,900, and 
total reserves of $46,000. The membership ap- 
proved the budget by a vote of 74 to 2. 
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Reports and Comments 


Michael Wilkin presented the “President’s Re- 
port,” highlighting the low point and the high 
point of the year for the association. The low 
point, he stated, was that seven deer were 
killed by drivers on the roads of Surf Pines, a 
fact that prompted the board to establish a 
new “Vehicle Speed” policy that includes as- 
sessing levies on drivers who exceed the posted 
speed limit. The high point, he stated, was 
the near completion of the new security house. 


Committee chairpersons for Security, Roads 
and Grounds, and Community Relations re- 
ported on the work of the standing commit- 
tees.

Speed Enforced by Radar 


The posted speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines 
is 25 miles per hour. Deputy sheriffs use radar to 
check speed. If drivers exceed the posted speed 
limit, then assessments may be levied against the 
drivers according to the schedule of fees currently 
in use by Oregon courts. 
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No Parking This Side 


When you have so many guests that some of 
them have to park their autos on the road instead 
of in your driveway, ask them to park on only 
one side of the road and with all four tires off the 
road. Your neighbors will appreciate the cour- 
tesy. And, as the Security Committee advises, the 
road will be open for emergency vehicles. 


Placement of Political Signs 


As election day approaches, note that, according 
to county regulations, signs, including political 
signs, are to be placed only on private property— 
not on the right-of-way of the roads of Surf 
Pines. 


In Deep Dog Doo-doo 


Members (including dog owners) ask that dog 
owners bag their dogs’ doo-doo instead of litter- 
ing the park, the paths to the beach, and the 
roadsides with it. Bagging it, they suggest, is the 
neighborly thing to do with dog doo-doo.

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Guidelines for Burning Brush and Debris — 


Burning brush and debris in Surf Pines is always a concern because of the risk of uncontrolled spread of 
fire. If you plan a burn, then follow these guidelines to reduce the risk. 


© Contact the Gearhart Fire Department (738-7838) and the Oregon State Forestry Department (325-5451) to learn if burn- 
ing is permitted. (Burning may be banned at any time.) 


e Attend the burn at all times. 
© Burn only during daylight. 
e Burn either in a barrel or in a pile no larger than 4 cubic feet. 


e Place the barrel or the pile away from combustibles, such as brush and grass, and no closer than 50 feet from any building 
or fence. 


© Do not burn if smoke might affect health or damage property. 

© Keep ready at hand tools to extinguish the burn, such as a fire extinguisher, a water hose, and a shovel. 

e Extinguish the burn completely before you leave it. 

If a burn seems to be out of control or smoke from it is creating a nuisance, call 911 and report it to the 


dispatcher, who will then send the Gearhart Fire Department or the Oregon State Forestry Department 
to extinguish it. 


Violation of these guidelines might result in liability for the fire departments response.
